More Milk Made Into Cheese On 
Account Of High' Prices 
As the end of the dairying season 
approaches, there are 8,800,000 
pounds less butter In cold storage In 
Canada than last year. Figures pub¬ 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics show 29,129,000 pounds in 
storage on Oct. 1, as compared with

Cream butter; gradually add su¬ 
gar and orange rind, beating until 
light; dissolve soda In cold water, 
add to orange juice, then add,-alter¬ 
nately with flour, to first mixture. 
Spread mixture on well-buttered 
sheet in the thinnest possible layer, 
and bake in a moderate oven. When 
baked, cut in squares; quickly roll 
each square, while hot, over handle oi 
a wooden spoon, and arrange on a 
doily-covered plate.
